INTERESTING STORY. 
[From a London Paper. ] 
A ip following very extraordinary tranfac- 


tion, however improbable in its circum- 
flances, is toldhat Naples as an undoubted fact; 
the perfon Who narrates it, heard it there from 
thofe who themfelves believed it:—If itis true, 
it fhews the extreme remilinefs of the laws of 
that city. 

Two men came at night to the hovfe of a Phy- 
fician, faving that a relation of theirs was ex- 
tremely ill, and wanted his immediate affiltance ; 
they begged he would accompany them in their 
carriage, which was then waiting at the door— 
he accordingly got into it; and they had no 
fooner fet off, than one of the men, produced a 
piltol, prefented it to his breatt, and infilted up- 
on tying a handkerchief over hiseyes, threaten- 
ing him with inftant death if he attempted an a- 
larm. In this fituation he continued in the car- 
riage, which went at a confiderable rate, for 
more than ah hour, without his knowing to what 
part of the city he was going. At length it 
Ropt, and he was conducted into a houfe, and 


ted up ftairs ;--he was then told by the two men 
who had conduéted him, that he mutt go into the 
next room, where he would find a girl, to whofe 


exiftence, for reafons they could not diiclole, 
they were determined to put an end; butas they 
wifaed it to be d ye with as little pain as pofli- 
ble, they ordered him inftantly to open the veins 
both in her arms and legs. 

The Phyfician, farprized at fo extraordinary 
requeft, cbfolutely refufed, telling them that he 
could not on any account confent to be an infiru- 
ment of death to an innocent perion.

He, 
however, lof no time in giving the information, 
and the mof diligent fearch poflible was made 
through Naples and the environs; but to this 
day not the leaft traces have ever been difcovered

They then pretended.to be Huilars of 
Rohan, and attacked an Englth battalion near 
Drughen, which they cut to pieces, fo that no 
man efcaped. Three thoufand of the French 








were this morning «s far as Benning, one league 
and aquarter from Nimeguen. The Englih 
army having received fome reinforcement, both 
parties began an engagement which latted till 
eleven o'clock. The cannonade then ceaied, 
and every one thought the French had been ex- 
pelled from that neighborhood, but at half patt 
one the combat was renewed with freth vigor, 
and every body fled from the city. 

The Baggage of the English army is at pre- 
fent between Arnheim and Nimeguen, and {tops 
the communication between thofe two cities. A 
whole fquadron of red French Hufiars were 
thrown off a dam and cut to pieces.
